London, Nov. 28.—English Liberals 
are manifesting intenge hostility tothe 
Lords as a result of the mutilation of 
the Education Bill. An emergency 
meeting of the national federation was 
held today and unanimously adopted a 
resolution urging the Commons to re- 
ject the amendments to the bill. The 
meeting was the largest he'd in twenty 
Years. The speakers warmly cenounc- 
yed the Lords and the Government was 
asked, to return the bill to them with- 
out debate and also to apply the only 
remedy, which must be dragtic and fin- 
al. 

London, Nov. 28.—A letter from Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, was read 
in which the Premier said that it was 
realized by all Liberals ‘That the 
House of Lords would hasten to assert 
itself as an instrument of Unionism as 
soon as the country renderei a verdict 
against the Unionist Government and 
Unionist policy.’ Continuing the letter 
said “Still we may plead guilty to a 
certain sense 0! surprise at the vio- 
lence of the manifestation now that it 
has come. The cducation bill as passed 
by the House of Commons was a Dill 
which the country d2manded in unmis- 
takeable terms at the general election. 


It now seems to have teen turned into 
a travesty of its original form. ABS 
amended it perpetuates if it does not 
extend the very grievances and wrongs 
fixed upon the country by ths act of 
1902. Of one thing we may rest assur- 
ed, we will have no tampering with 
the main principles upon which our bill 
is founded. If within those limits an 
arrangement can be reached, ail well 
and good. If not, it will be for us to 
see that on this question of education 
and on otherrs a way is found by 
which the wishes of the country may 
be made to prevail.”’

BREWERY CHAANGES 

The announcement has just been made 
of a change in the business manag?- 
ment of the Strathcona brewery by 
which Mr. Robert Ochsner has_ been 
joined by three prominent 
win citizens, Mayor Swabado, A. S. 
Rosenroll, M. P. P. and Mr. Grogs of 
the Rosenroll Lumber Company. It is 
understood that upwards of $100,000 will 
$be adided to the capital of the company 
which will also be incorporated, Ex- 
tensive improvements to the present 
plant are contemplated and it is un- 
derstood that about $75,000 will be ex- 
pend:d in this work. It is probable that 
Mayor Swabado will also remove’ to 
Strathcona and take’ an active 
part in the management of the brew- 
ery.
